Continued Preparations for Fighting 
im the Orient. 

Adviees from abroad state that war is im- 
minent in the East. A dispatch from Sophia, 
Turkey, says: “The populace are fleeing. 
Rumors are current that the Servian army 
has crossed the frontier. The government 
bas telezraphel to Philippopolis, entreating 
l’rince Alexander to return. A telegram 
from Nischstys that the Servian war office 
has given contrac's for 6,000,000 kilos of 
cornu. Troops are advancing toward Akpa- 
lanka and Leskowacz.” 

The war fever runs high throughout Servia, 
ani active preparations are going on to en- 
force Servia’s demand for an extension of ter- 
ritory. English, French and Austrian firms 
have been tendered contracts by the govern- 
ment to supply complete outfits for 25,000 
troops, and all the contracts have been al- 
lotted; also one for 35,000 horses. The Lan- 

er bauk war loan has been raised to $5,000,- 
000. 

Demonstrations in favor of war are being 
held throughout Greece, The army is being 
rapidly mobilized. The king has called out 
the reserves to the number of 40,000 men.

has proposed in a plan for the settlement of 
the Bulgarian question that the following 
principles be observed: First, that the Greek 
and Servian demands be rejected; second, 
that Turkey be advised to eomplete her mili- 
tary preparations, so as to be ready to inter- 
fere in the event of Greece and Servia moving 
to enforce their demands.
